I.ingg, the brav e, the heroic, the manly , 
was right when he sai 1 that self preserv ation in 
these « ley s is a crime. Here in the presence of 
these murd re<l men, swear to it that y ou will 
organize to ¡iv enge tliis crime, to v isit it upon 
tli re- who hate y ou.

London, Nov. 11. —The question whether 
the authorities in this city could have their 
way when they desire 1, v\as settled Sunday 
after a half 
a day's light with that very dan­ 
gerous force, a London mob. 
Commoner 
Graham, on behalf of the Socialist, Irish, 
Radical, and other London clubs of “ Prole­ 
tariat,” a very large element also being 
what is called in America the “ hoodlum” ele­ 
ment, had declared that he would address the 
crowd in Trafalgar square. 
As the recent 
meetings in that square hail become the ter­ 
ror of quiet citizens, who own shops in the 
vicinity, and as the authorities thought that 
they had gone for enough, 
Gen. Warren, 
police commissioner, promulgated the order 
that no meeting should be held there. 
And 
thus the issues wore joined. 
Consequently the scenes about Trafalgar 
square Sunday have not been equaled since 
15*00, when the people in attesting their 
right to public meeting destroyed the rail­ 
ings of Hyde park. 
Early in the day 4,000 
policemen took possession of the squaro and 
its approaches , prepared to hold it and pre­ 
vent the advertised meeting. 
Soon the dif­ 
ferent clubs, associations, eta, began to ar­ 
rive, after having inarched through the 
various districts in which they belonged, 
headed by bands of music and flying flags, 
banners, streamers, etc. 
These detachments 
were composed 
of 
Socialists, 
Radicals, 
Irish 
societies, 
and 
a 
few 
trades 
associations, 
anti as 
fast as they came 
to the squaro they 
were 
attacked and 
dispersed by the police, only to reassomblo 
and press forward later. 
As tho crowds be­ 
came more dense fierce fights were started 
between the police and tho mob in Northum­ 
berland avenue, Whitehall, Pall Mali and 
other adjacent streets, in which tho police 
were uniformly victors. 
One detachment 
preceiled by a band succeeded in getting into 
tho squaro an 1 a bloody fight ensued which 
ended finally in the repulse of the intruders 
and the injury of many persons. 
With this 
detachment was Mr. R. C. Graham, liberal 
member of parliament for Northwest Lan­ 
arkshire, who was seriously hurt am! subse­ 
quently arrested on a charge of assaulting 
the police. 
At 4:30 p. in. the crowd numbered easily 
100,000, and it became perfectly manifest 
that tho police wore powerless to disperse 
thorn that the military was summoned. 
In 
response to this call a force of cavalry and 
infantry came upon the grounds, but they re­ 
frained from charging upon the multitude, 
because tho people, awed by the presence of 
the troops ha.l begun to disperse and by dusk 
comparatively few remained. 
Two hundred citizens and forty of tho po­ 
lice were injured in the suoc *ssion of melees 
that took place and nl>out fifty of the dis- 
turbcrs were arrested, including Burns, the 
» Socialist leader. 
Some of the injured were 
well enough to leave the hospitals after their 
wounds had been dressed, while others are so 
badly hurt that they cannot fully recover for 
weeks. 
One patient in the Charing Cross 
hospital is terribly burned with vitriol which 
was squirted upon him from a syringe, and 
another man who is severely cut in tho thigh 
and in other places declares that he received 
his wo u n d s fro m 
two policemen, onecf whom 
thrust a bay » net through his thigh while tho 
other stabbed him with a knife or knives. 
Several of tho injured policemen are suffer­ 
ing from k n ife wo u n d s. 
It was noticeable that tua crowd, while 
hooting, jeering and execrating the police, 
cheered l ho military. 
Tho infantry was 
posted 
in the middle of the square, 
so 
that the mob should not take possession of 
tho square in case they succeeded in breaking 
through the police line. 
They did not suc­ 
ceed in penetrating tha police line, how­ 
ever, and it is perhaps fortunate that they 
were prevented, as it is believed that instruc­ 
tions had boon given that the riot act should 
be road, and the infantry fire upon the crowd 
the moment the latter should break through 
tho police cordon. 
A largo p ro cessio n 
of the rioters arrived at 
a point n ear the sq u are by way of »St. J ames 
street Puli Mail about 4 o’clock, 
h o o tin g the 
Carlton clu b as they passed its house, and 
cheering the Reform club when they reached 
its q u arters. When tho crowd reached the 
atheiireaifi) the police barred :their furthor 
progress and the officers in command shouted: 
“ You can’t g o any further.” 
The crowd 
pressed on, however and tho police charged 
u p o n 
thorn with batons drawn. 
The crowd 
resisted fo r a moment, but the onslaught of 
police was to o much for them to resist and 
th ey fell h ack . The police plied their clubs 
vigorously, bro k e d o wn 
the banners carried 
Lv th o p ro cessio n 
and trod upon them, and 
so o n the mob was in full retreat. 
On the way back the retreating crowd met 
an o th er p ro cessio n 
en route to the square, 
u vA with this h o ly the fleeing men returned. 
Up o n th e arriv al o f 
the augmented crowd at 
th e seenj o f the first fight, they wero met by 
nn in crease i fo rce of police, arid in a su rp ris­ 
in gly sh o rt sp ace 
of time the formidable lo o k ­ 
ing mo b w as scattered in all directions. 
The 
lifegu ard s then blocked the passage of Pali 
Mali and clean 1 Carlton House terrace. 
While all this had been going on the prince 
of Wales was sitting in a cab near by unob­ 
served by either the crowd or tha police. 
When tho second procession was broken 
up 
and 
scattered 
he 
directed 
the 
t*ab to be turned and driven to Marlborough 
House, whore he ordered something to drink 
to be served to all policemen on duty near 
tho house. 
This example of the prince was 
followed by all of the clubs on Pail Mall. 
The pol ice refuse bail for Commoner Gra­ 
ham, in spite of his severe injuries. 
Most of 
the prisoners are confined in tho Bow street, 
Scotland Yards and King street stations. 
Between the hours of 4 and 0 o’clock seventy 
injured poisons were treated at the Charing 
Cross h o s p i t al . ________

Commissioner Sparks’ letter to 
him was received late Friday afternoon 
and 
the Secretary, after reading it, at once be­ 
gan to write his reply. 
This caustic letter from tho cabinet officer 
to the lana commissioner is the chief topic of 
conversation in tho departments and about 
Washington. Nothing definite can be learned 
as to the outcome of the matter. 
At th« ex­ 
ecutive man.Lon they are extremely reticent 
about the controversy, while in the interior 
department some cf the officials are outspoken 
in their approval of » Secretary Uamar’s ac­ 
tion. 
There is more or less speculation as to 
the meaning of this sudden outbreak against 
the commissioner by the secretary, just on 
the eve, as many believe, of his transfer to 
tho United States supreme court bench. 
» Some think it means that the secretary will 
not go on the supreme court bench; that he 
intends to remain at the head or the interior 
department, and hence felt that he must got 
rid of tho commissioner. Another view taken 
by a prominent Democratic official is that 
the secretary’s letter was published as a final 
answer to tho criticisms of Secretary Lamar 
that have been given to the press by Commis­ 
sioner Sparks. “ The truth is, ” ho added, “ that 
Sparks has been reckless in criticising Lamar 
to newspaper correspondents.

TH E DYNAM ITE PROPAGANDA 


M a k in g Its T V ay A m o n g tho C h ild re n — A n 


In cid e n t in C in cin n a ti. 
Cincinnati 
, Ohio, Nov. 14 —Tho finding 
of a dynamite bomb created a sensation in 
the vicinity of Laurel and J ohn streets Sun­ 
day m< ruing. 
Trio fearful engine of destruc­ 
tion, which contained within its cylinder 
enough explosive force to destroy hundreds of 
lives and to shatter tho strongest of build­ 
ings, was, curiously enough found in the 
hands of a child scarcely able to talk, but yet 
not ignorant of its terrible powers. 
With it, 
in Isis childish way, ho intended to have a 
little pleasure in blowing up a stable. 
With 
him as a co-conspirator in this plot was an­ 
other amateur destroyer of buildings w hose 
years did not exceed 7 . 
The bomb was made of one and a quarter 
inch gas pipe, ten inches in length, plugged 
at both en Is with wooden stoppers. 
At one 
end was a fulminating cap, evidently made 
from a revolver cartridge. 
Wedged in bo- 
twee n the iron and tho wood was a fuse 
which from apjiearanco connected with tho 
cap. 
About eight inches of tho fuse swung 
loose and was wrapped in yellow paper. 
A 
gentleman passing along the street had his 
attention attracted to tho bomb by 
the 
talk of tho children about blowing up the 
stable. 
With a promise of treating them to 
candy he got possession of it, and was told 
by the child that his father made it at the 
shop. The youngster at that moment caught 
sight of a policeman and scampered olY. 
The 
gentleman carried th) bomb to tin* Central 
police station. 
The officers of the Oliver 
street police station were notified, and a care­ 
ful search of tho locality was begun. 


O m a h a Goes S h o it on Gas. 
Omaha , Nov. i i —Fire broke out in a 
building adjoining the gas works about 8 
o’clock » Saturday afternoon, and spreading to 
the generator caused un explosion. 
The 
flames shot up a hundred feet into tho air 
and buildings wore shaken three blocks away.

SOME QUEER MARRIAGE LAWS. 


C ustom * o f tli© OI« l D ayn^In A iiclsnt 
R om e—Jewish M arriag e. 
The Roman church alon« » rcg anlcd 
marriag e as asacram ent, but all the other 
church« « recog nized it as a divine institu­ 
tion, and, according ly, every denomina­ 
tion has provided relig ious services for its 
solemnization. 
So strong a hold <lid the 
church in Eng land g ain upon it that fora 
long time tin* reg ulation of marriag e and 
divorce was almost exclusively under the 
church’s jurisdiction. 
Among the Romans there were throe 
ways of obtaining a wife—by capture, 
sale or g ift. 
W hen a Roman boug ht a 
wife—and this was the usual way—the 
ceremony that followed was merely g one 
throug h for the sake of having indisputa­ 
ble evidence of the sale. The head <>f th« 
family had to g ive her over to the hus­ 
band in the presence of witnesses, and it 
Ls from this that we now have the custom 
«>f g iving away the bride. 
Before the 
period of Rome’s g reatness the parties 
could dissolve the marriag e by m utual 
consent. 
W hen they wished to term inate the 
contract tlu*y usually went before an 
altar and in the presence of witness« « 
declared the marriag e at an end. At am 
after the time of Rome’s g reatness the 
marriag e was indissoluble. 
The Roman 
husband took his wife not as her husband 
but as her father. 
She came into hi 
family the same almost as an adopted 
daug hter. 
, 
, 
Orig inally the husband had absolute 
and complete contr« >l over her and her 
property. 
Even after his death she was 
subj« *cted to any g uardianship that lie 
mig ht have had api>oint<*d for lu*r during 
his lifetime. 
But a chang e came in her 
condition, and came as chang es usually 
come, from one extreme to another. The 
wife was now subject to the tutelag e of 
g uardians appoint« *l by lua* own family. 
This tutelag e g ave her a very indejiendent 
jiosition as to h« 'r separate estate and 
person. 
Before this chang e came, and ev« ‘ii 
afterward, there was exercised among 
the Romans complete tyranny by the 
head of the family over his relations 
which were members of his family. 
As head of the family, the eldest male 
was always the head; he had power not 
only over his relatives, but all iiersons 
connected with his household and his 
children’s households. 
While the fathtT 
lived his son was subject to him. al­ 
thoug h the son mig ht Iki 40 years old and 
have a larg e family of his own. 
The 
g randchildren were subject to the g rand­ 
father the same as their own father. 
Th« * family was then reg arded much as 
we now reg ard the individual. If a mem­ 
ber committed a crime the whole familv 
was held responsible, and it was pvriVetly 
Lawful for the injured family t<» g et re­ 
veng e or satisfaction, ev« » n it it were 
necessary to exterminate the whole of­ 
fending Vamily. This was carried to such 
an extent that whole families were « le- 
stroved. 
The blood 
feud, and it was well 
named, descended from father t«> son. 
It was to the Rcftnan, in ciftxT, what t he 
inherited curse was to the Greek. 
rJ he 
feud was kept up not so m uch for the 
sake of punishment as to prevent the 
supposed liability of the ofiending family 
to commit fresh offenses. 
W ith all their 
]KColiar customs in reg ard to the family 
it must be said to th« *ir credit that they 
never to any extent practiced polyg amy. 
If the Romans did not countenance 
polyg amy tlie Hebrews tlitl, and they laul 
a more peculiar custom. 
There was a 
law among them called the Lev irate, 
which means brother-in-law, and accord­ 
ing to this h \w \ at the « leath of the hus­ 
band, the next oldest unmarried ,brother- 
in-law of the widow married lier if there 
w ere no children.

Tlu* roach has lieen the faithful 
tendant of humanity ever since written 
history lx*g nn. hut the abominable extent 
of this faithfulness has arisen in civilized 
communities chiefly within recent times. 
There is a roach, a little, outdoor, inno­ 
cent kind, that is supposed to lie in- 
dig enous in this country. 
It lives in the 
fiekls, under stones and rubbish, and is 
g ood food for birds. 
But the common 
cockroach of the home and fireside came 
from the Levant in ships and hales of 
merchandise to Eng land, of which coun­ 
try Wood, the writer on bug s, says, “ it 
has completely taken possession." 
At 
first, as in this country, it was confined 
to seaport towns, but the climate in the 
neig hlxirhood of kitchen fires suit(*« l it, 
and the dripping s about the kitchen sinks 
g ave it the moisture which is as essential 
to it as food, and so it strayed and spread, 
coming across the sea to America « juicklv, 
un- 
an« l staying and spreading here, t<» o, un­ 
til the nuisance of its presence, which has 
increased every year, has reached in New 
York and other larg o cities along tbo 
coast an extent that is almost intoler­ 
able. 
The kitchen fires long since ceased 
to satisfy the desires of its soul. 
It lias 
follow« *« ! water and steam pipes all over 
building s of every sort. 
Office building s 
anil stores are as much overrun with the 
insects as dwelling s. 
The only relief is 
in the constant killing of them, and there 
art* men in New York who maki* a btisi- 
ni'ss, and a profitable on« *, of ridding 
hotels and larg e private houses of the 
pests. 
Even this professional work « loes 
no permanent g ood, but only bring s re­ 
lief for a time. 
Tlu* roach is, cntoniolog ically speaking , 
an Orthoptera. 
In plain Eng lish he !*» • 
long s to tin* g rasshopper family. 
Scien­ 
tifically lie is a blatta orientalls, and has 
four wing s that he dot'sn't us« » , an« l that 
are absent entirely in the females of 
most speeit's, a black or n*« l« lish brown 
body that reach« » an inch in leng th if 
the bug isn’t kill« *« I first. 
Ixmg , awl- 
slmped antennae, each with eig hty joints, 
decorate his head. 
The bug s will eat al­ 
most anything they can find. 
Flour, 
bread, moat, clothes and 
s1hk*s are simio 
of their delicacies. 
In dwelling s their 
usual forng t* is the crumbs and other 
leaving s of tli« * kitchen and table. 
They 
are ess« *ntioay nocturnal, ilisappcaring 
into chinks anil crevices tlu* moment a 
lig ht appears, but of late they have be­ 
come so abundant in New York that the 
chinks and crevices w on’t hold them, 
and they are perforce seen much around 
during the daylig ht. 
The roach is not as rapid a hre« xlor as 
many other insects, but it seems to have 
remarkable success in raising families. 
The eg g s are lai« l in a little bean-plmpiM 
capsule, three-eig hth? of an inch long and 
half as wide.

In St. Petersburg it has been 
n«*r*( usury to <h» atroy houses that hail been 
made uninhabitable by roaches. 
Tlier« * are in all some 000 diff« *ront 
roaches that have been caug ht and cata­ 
log ue« 1. 
A larg e section of the world is 
still to hear from. 
W ith all bis manifold vici s it is pleasant 
to know that the roach is not altog ether 
hatl. 
There yet remains in the breast of 
even the fattest and ug liest roach that 
ever spoiled a custard pie one sentiment 
sprung from the heaven born h<‘« *rt of 
those tierv swords from which lus race is 
descend« *« !. 
Thoug h innunnrab!« * dam ­ 
ag ed dinn pi’s, ruine« l luncheons without 
end and an uneounto<l host of breakfasts 
made odious by his unwelcome presence 
be charg ed up ag ainst him: thoug h nmnv 
iirc*sid« *s have been dcsolati d by bim and 
numlierless jvantrii’s lai« l waste, yet let 
ther« *, in justice, be « « it ag ainst bis name 
one leg end of rig hteousness—the roach 
eats bedbug s. 
Many thing s eat roaches. 
Birds an« l 
all insectivorous animals are especially 
fond of them. Hedg ehog s « .kite on them. 
In Eng land hedg ehog s are sometimes kept 
in kitchens on purpose to di» vour the 
roaches. 
It is also said that in the Isle <*f 
France there exists a sort ot sand wasp 
that preys ujKm roaches.—New York 
Bun.
